1 . FOLLOWING ARE THE DAILY ACTIVITY REPORTS FROM THE 
BUREAUS. NEA, IO, AND EB DID NOT SUBMIT REPORTS. 

AF - WILLIAM E. SCHAUFELE, JR. 

CONGRESSIONAL HEARINGS: I ATTENDED A LUNCH FOR THE 
AMERICAN MEMBERS OF THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PARLIMENTARY 
GROUP, INCLUDING CONGRESSMEN STOKES, GUDE, ANDERSON, 
BIESTER AND OTHERS. I FOUND THIS GROUP ALTHOUGH NOT 
CONVINCED OF THE ADMINISTRATION POLICY ON ANGOLA 
MUCH MORE REASONABLE AND PERTINENT IN ITS QUESTIONS. 

I ALSO BRIEFED AT HIS REQUEST CONGRESSMAN SYMINGTON 
WHO EXPRESSED THE THOUGHT THAT THE US SHOULD BE READY 
TO RESPOND TO HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE TO TAKE THE 
STING OUT OF SOVIET/CUBAN SUCCESS IN ANGOLA. 

WILLIAM BUNDY: BILL BUNDY CALLED ON ME THIS AFTERNOON 
TO DISCUSS ANGOLA AND AFRICA IN GENERAL. 
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TOMORROW: I WILL BE MEETING OFF THE RECORD WITH THE 
DEMOCRATIC STUDY GROUP. 

ARA ROGERS 
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ABOUREZK AND CUBA - THE SENATOR CALLED AGAIN TODAY. 

NOW HE WANTS TO TAKE TO CUBA NOT ONLY THE UNIVERSITY OF 
SOUTH DAKOTA VARSITY BASKETBALL TEAM BUT A GROUP OF 
CATTLE GROWERS AND SOME INDIANS AS WELL. I TOLD HIM 
NONE OF THESE FELL WITHIN OUR ESTABLISHED CATEGORIES, 

THAT IF WE GRANTED AN EXCEPTION FOR HIM WE WOULD HAVE 
TO DO IT FOR OTHERS AND THAT WE DID NOT THINK THIS THE 
TIME FOR SIGNALLING A GENERAL POLICY CHANGE ON U.S. 

VISITORS TO CUBA. 

THE VENEZUELAN SEMINAR - HANS NEUMANN, THE WEALTHY 
INDUSTRIALIST WHO IS ORGANIZING THE SEMINAR, CAME IN 
TO REPORT. THEY ARE PRESSURING HUMPHREY, KENNEDY AND 
A PASSEL OF OTHERS ON THE HILL TO ATTEND. 

BRAZIL SEMINAR - I AND MY DEPUTIES MET WITH THE 
BRAZIL SEMINAR, INCLUDING THE FINAL LUNCHEON SESSION. 

THE PARTICIPANTS WERE MORE ENTHUSIASTIC THAN WE HAD 
A RIGHT TO EXPECT, GIVEN THEIR STRONG HUMAN RIGHTS 
CONCERNS. THESE PROGRAMS PAY OFF. 

JAVITS - I TALKED WITH THE SENATOR SEVERAL TIMES. 

HE IS EUPHORIC ABOUT HIS LATIN TRIP, AND WANTS YOU TO 
KNOW ABOUT IT. HE ALSO WANTS ME TO COME TO A CLAMBAKE 
WITH SOME MEXICANS HE IS ARRANGING FOR SUNDAY AND MONDAY 
IN TEXAS. THIS CONGRESSIONAL INVOLVEMENT IN FOREIGN 
AFFAIRS REALLY HAS GONE TOO FAR. 

EA - MR. MILLER 

SCHOLAR-DIPLOMAT SEMINAR DISCUSSION. BILL GLEYSTEEN AND 
I SPENT 1-1/2 HOURS DISCUSSING EA POLICY ISSUES WITH THE 
SCHOLAR-DIPLOMAT SEMINAR GROUP WHICH IS IN EA THIS WEEK. 
THE NINE ACADEMICS PROVIDED A LIVELY DISCUSSION. PRE- 
DICTABLY, THEY FOCUSED LARGELY ON INDOCHINA, KOREA, AND 
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TO SOME EXTENT THE PHILIPPINES. THEY ALSO SHOWED 
INTEREST IN THE BUREAU'S ROLE IN THE FOREIGN POLICY 
PROCESS. 

INCIDENT AT THAI AMBASSADOR'S RESIDENCE. AT ABOUT 2:00 AM 
THIS MORNING A PASSING CAR FIRED THREE SHOTS INTO THE THAI 
AMBASSADOR'S RESIDENCE. THE NEW THAI AMBASSADOR ARRIVED 
LAST SATURDAY. AS SOON AS WE LEARNED OF THE INCIDENT, SY 
WAS ALERTED AND IMMEDIATELY BROUGHT IN THE FBI. I CALLED 
THE NEW AMBASSADOR TO EXPRESS CONCERN AT THE INCIDENT, AS 
WELL AS OUR RELIEF THAT NO ONE WAS INJURED. HE SAID THAT 
THE FBI WAS ALREADY INVESTIGATING THE INCIDENT. HE 
APPEARED TO TAKE THE INCIDENT CALMLY. 
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FRASER AMENDMENT ACTIVITY. BEGINNING A SERIES OF CALLS ON 
WAIVERING MEMBERS OF HIRC, BILL GLEYSTEEN TODAY SAW CON- 
GRESSMAN BUCHANAN. HE WILL BE SEEING SEVERAL OTHER 
MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE TOMORROW TO CONTINUE OUR 
LOBBYING AGAINST THE FRASER AMENDMENT. 

L - MONROE LEIGH 

- I CONFERRED WITH DEPUTIES AS TO DEPARTMENT'S COMMENTS 
ON THREE BILLS PENDING IN CONGRESS WHICH WOULD ESTABLISH 
A JOINT INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEE. MANY FEATURES ARE OB 
JECTIONAL TO US FOR CONSTITUTIONAL AND PRACTICAL REASONS. 

- I CONFERRED WITH MAW AND OTHERS RE LEGAL OBJECTIONS 
TO 200-MILE BILL. 

- ALDRICH REVISED AND APPROVED A DRAFT MEMORANDUM FOR 
THE PRESIDENT CONTAINING TALKING POINTS FOR DISCUSSIONS 
WITH THE HOUSE MIA COMMITTEE. 

- FELDMAN REVIEWED AND REVISED DRAFT ARTICLES FOR 
TURKISH BASE AGREEMENT RELATING TO U.S. ASSISTANCE AND 
TERMINATION. 

- FELDMAN MET WITH BOEKER AND OIL COMPANY ATTORNEYS WHO 
ARE CONCERNED ABOUT THE RESTRICTIVE BUSINESS PRACTICE 
PROVISIONS OF THE DRAFT OECD GUIDELINES ON MULTINATIONAL 
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ENTERPRISES. 

- SCHWEBEL DRAFTED AND CLEARED WITH ENDERS A REPLY TO 
A LETTER FROM CONGRESSMAN VANIK ASKING IF THE U.S. CON 
TEMPLATES TAKING ACTION AGAINST VENEZUELA BECAUSE OF ITS 
EXPROPRIATION OF AMERICAN OIL INTERESTS WORTH 14 BILLION 
DOLLARS ON PAYMENT OF 1 BILLION. VANIK PARTICULARLY 
INQUIRED IF ACTION IS CONTEMPLATED UNDER THE HICKENLOOPER 
AMENDMENT. THE PROPOSED REPLY NOTES THAT THE COMPANIES 
ACCEPTED COMPENSATION ON A STANDARD WITH WHICH THE U.S. 
DOES NOT AGREE, AND THAT ASSISTANCE TO VENEZUELA WILL 
END DURING THE CURRENT FISCAL YEAR. ARA HAS THE 
PROPOSED DRAFT UNDER CRITICAL CONSIDERATION. L AND EB 
RECOMMEND THE APPROACH SUGGESTED AS THE LEAST THAT CAN 
BE SAID, IN VIEW OF THE FACT THAT, STRICTLY SPEAKING, 
VENEZUELA'S PAYMENT OF INADEQUATE COMPENSATION SHOULD 
TRIGGER THE HICKENLOOPER AMENDMENT. 

-SCHWEBEL TOOK PART IN AN INTERAGENCY REVIEW OF STRATEGY 
FOR CIEC UNDER THE CHAIRMANSHIP OF UNDER SECRETARY 
ROBINSON. 

H-KB JENKINS 
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1 . ANGOLA. IF PRELIMINARY TALKS WITH RETURNING CONGRES- 
SMEN ARE ANY INDICATION, PUBLIC REACTION TO ANGOLA IS 
MAKRED BY SURPRISING DISINTEREST. REPS. HUNGATE, BINGHAM 
AND HAMILTON REPORTED THAT NONE OF THEIR CONSTITUENTS 
EVEN RAISED THE SUBJECT. CONABLE AND BUCHANAN SAID THAT. 

OF THOSE THAT DID RAISE THE SUBJECT. THE REACTION WAS A 
FEAR THAT IT COULD BECOME A NEW VIETNAM. IN A CONVERSATION 
WITH BILL SCHAUFELE, CONGRESSMAN SYMINGTON PROPOSED THAT WE 
COUNTER SOVIET-CUB AN INTERVENTION WITH A HEIGHTENED PROPA- 
GANDA CAMPAIGN STRESSING OUR PROPOSALS FOR PEACE AND RE- 
CONSTRUCTION. WE WILL CONTINUE TO COLLECT REACTIONS FROM 
RETURNING MEMBERS. 

BILL SCHAUFELE WILL APPEAR BEFORE THE DEMOCRATIC STUDY 
GROUP (APPROXIMATELY 35 MEMBERS ARE EXPECTED) FOR AN 
OFF-THE-RECORD BRIEFING TOMORROW. 
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MEANWHILE, DANTE FASCELL TOLD ME THIS AFTERNOON THAT 
HE IS NOW CONTENT TO AWAIT YOUR RETURN AND WILL CONSIDER 
INVITING BILL AS AN INTERIM WITNESS IF YOUR APPEARANCE 
(THE REQUEST FOR WHICH HE SAID HE HAD STIMULATED) IS "TOO 
LATE FOR HIS PURPOSES". 

2. SECURITY ASSISTANCE. JOE SISCO DEBRIEFED DOC MORGAN 
AND THE OTHER HIRC MEMBERS WHO RECENTLY VISITED THE 
MIDDLE EAST, GREECE AND TURKEY. JOE WAS ABLE TO MAKE 
POINTS REGARDING OUR POSITION ON THE MIDDLE EAST PACKAGE 
AND OUR NEEDS IN GREECE AND TURKEY, AND ALSO GAVE THEM A 
FRANK ASSESSMENT OF THE SITUATION IN LEBANON. MORGAN 
AND COLLEAGUES SAID THEY WANTED TO WORK CLOSELY WITH US 
IN ORDER TO GET OUT SOME ACCEPTABLE LEGISLATION. THE 
HIRC MARKUP WILL RESUME NEXT WEEK. MEANWHILE, THEY ARE 
WATCHING VERY CLOSELY THE PROGRESS WE MAKE WITH THE 
HUMPHREY SUBCOMMITTEE STAFFERS IN THE SENATE. 

WE ALSO CONTINUED NEGOTIATION WITH SFRC STAFF TODAY, 
CONCENTRATING ON FUNDING LEVELS. A GOOD TONE PREVAILED 
AND THEY ARE PRESENTING TO HUMPHREY AND CASE OUR SUG- 
GESTIONS REGARDING THE SUBCOMMITTEE'S CUTS. WE WILL 
CONTINUE OUR DISCUSSIONS TOMORROW. 

3. PASTORE APPEARANCE. PASTORE HAS CONFIRMED YOUR AP- 
PEARANCE BEFORE HIS JOINT COMMITTEE ON ATOMIC ENERGY TO 
DISCUSS THE NUCLEAR FUEL ASSISTANCE ACT ON THURSDAY, 
FEBRUARY 5 AT 10:00 A.M. 

; SECRET 
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4. PIKE COMMITTEE REPORT - LEAKS. BOTH THE POST AND THE 
TIMES FRONTPAGED STORIES ATTRIBUTED TO THE FINAL DRAFT OF 
PIKE REPORT. THE TIMES CLAIMS TO HAVE ''PORTIONS'' OF THE 
REPORT IN ITS POSSESSION. THE STORIES REVOLVED AROUND 
ALLEGATIONS THAT WE HAD PRIOR KNOWLEDGE OF THE CYPRUS 
COUP, THAT WE KNEW WHO KILLED AMBASSADOR DAVIES, AND THAT 
THE CIA "SYSTEMATICALLY UNDERVALUED AID TO ANGOLA". THE 
STORIES ALSO SAID THAT THE REPORT IS CRITICAL OF CIA 
COVERT ACTIONS IN ANGOLA AND ITALY, OUR INVOLVEMENT IN THE 
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KURDISH REVOLT, AND YOUR ROLE IN "MANAGEMENT" OF INFORMA- 
TION ON STRATEGIC ARMS. THE REPORT WILL BE PRESENTED TO 
THE COMMITTEE TOMORROW IN A CLOSED SESSION. WE CAN SAFELY 
ASSUME, BASED ON WHAT MUST HAVE BEEN SUBSTANTIAL PORTIONS 
OF THE REPORT ALREADY LEAKED, THAT THERE WILL BE MORE 
STORIES BOTH ON THE REPORT AND ON MEMBER REACTIONS. 

5. 200 MILE BILL. DEBATE CONTINUED IN THE SENATE TODAY. 

VOTING ON SUBSTANTIVE AMENDMENTS MAY BEGIN ON THURSDAY AND 
FINAL PASSAGE COULD OCCUR THAT SAME DAY. SUPPORTERS IN 

THE SENATE WERE PESSIMISTIC, WARNING US THAT WE HAVE FEW 
FRIENDS ON THIS ONE. 

6. THE MARIANAS. BY A 7 TO 4 VOTE, THE SFRC TODAY AP- 
PROVED THE MARIANAS COVENANT LEGISLATION. THE HOUSE HAD 
EARLIER APPROVED THE LEGISLATION AS HAD THE SENATE 
INTERIOR COMMITTEE. THE ARMED SERVICES SUBCOMMITTEE, ON 
THE OTHER HAND, VOTED TODAY TO DELAY ADOPTION. SINCE A 
JOINT ARMED SERVICES/SFRC REPORT IS DUE ON THE 27TH, IT 
LOOKS AS THOUGH THE FULL ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEE WILL 
HAVE TO TACKLE THE QUESTION. 

7. SOARES VISIT CONGRESSIONAL MEETINGS. PORTUGAL 
SOCIALIST PARTY LEADER SOARES WILL HAVE A SERIES OF 
MEETINGS ON THE HILL DURING HIS VISIT HERE NEXT WEEK. 

CONFIRMED SO FAR INCLUDE LUNCH WITH THE SFRC, A PRIVATE 
MEETING WITH SENATOR HUMPHREY, AND BREAKFAST WITH THE HIRC. 

8. RABIN VISIT. MEETINGS WITH THE SENATE AND HOUSE APPRO- 
PRIATIONS COMMITTEES HAVE BEEN SET UP FOR JANUARY 29. 

; SECRET 
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ROK REPROCESSING - THE CANADIAN EMBASSY TOLD US TODAY THAT 
CANADA HAS NOTIFIED THE KOREANS IN SEOUL AND IN OTTAWA 
THAT THE GOC IS PREPARED TO SIGN THE CAN ADI AN/ROK REACTOR 
AGREEMENT AS SOON AS IT RECEIVES ASSURANCE THAT THE ROK 
WILL CANCEL THE FRENCH REPROCESSING PLANT DEAL. THIS 
MESSAGE EXPLICITLY LINKS THE REACTOR SALE TO ROK CANCELLA- 
TION OF THE REPROCESSING PLANT, SOMETHING THE GOC HAS ONLY 
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IMPLIED UNTIL NOW. OTTAWA DID NOT SPECIFY A DEADLINE AS IT 
HAD EARLIER CONSIDERED DOING. 

WE ALSO LEARNED TODAY FROM THE CANADIANS THAT IN RESPONSE, 
THE ROK FOREIGN MINISTER TOLD THEIR AMBASSADOR THAT THE 
ROK'S DECISION ON CANCELLATION COMPLETELY DEPENDS ON TALKS 
WITH THE US TEAM AND THE NEGOTIATION OF ALTERNATIVES, WHICH 
COULD CONCEIVABLY TAKE MONTHS. (MYRON KRATZER AND OTHERS 
WILL BE IN SEOUL JANUARY 22-23 FOR TALKS AS A FACE-SAVING 
GESTURE, BUT WILL NOT HAVE ANY SUBSTANTIVE QUID TO OFFER 
FOR CANCELLATION). 

THE CANADIANS INTERPRET THIS AS AN ROK DECISION TO HANG 
TOUGH AND WILLINGNESS TO DELAY THE GOC/ROK REACTOR AGREE- 
MENT UNTIL US/ROK TALKS PRODUCE RESULTS ACCEPTABLE TO 
PARK. THE CANADIANS APPEAR TO BE RIGHT, AND I EXPECT WE 
MAY HAVE TO APPLY ADDITIONAL POLITICAL LEVERAGE TO GET A 
CLEAN DECISION TO CANCEL IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 

EUR-LOWENSTEIN/RVINE, ACTING 

THE NSC STAFF HAS SENT OVER AN URGENT REQUEST FOR 
COMMENTS ON A PROPOSAL FOR THE PRESIDENT TO ISSUE A 
PROCLAMATION ON THE OCCASION OF UKRAINIAN INDEPENDENCE 
DAY ON JANUARY 22. THERE IS SOME CONGRESSIONAL PRESSURE 
BEHIND THIS AND THE HOUSE IS CONSIDERING A RESOLUTION, 
INTRODUCED IN APRIL 1975 REQUESTING THAT THE PRESIDENT 
ISSUE SUCH A PROCLAMATION. THIS RESOLUTION HAS NOT 
PASSED BUT SOME CONGRESSMEN WISH THE PRESIDENT TO TAKE 
THIS ACTION IN ANTICIPATION OF THE RESOLUTION. WE HAVE 
ALREADY TOLD THE NSC STAFF ORALLY THAT THIS IS A 
THOROUGHLY BADIDEA AND WILL BE GIVING THEM MORE 
CONSIDERED WRITTEN COMMENTS TOMORROW (JANUARY 21). 

WE HAVE PARTICULARLY POINTED OUT THAT THIS WOULD BE 
AN EMBARRASSMENT TO THE SECRETARY IN MOSCOW. WE BELIEVE 
WE CAN TURN THIS OFF BUT WE MAY HAVE TO COME BACK TO YOU.
